FREIGHT AND PASSENGER SERVICE IN SOUTH 
SAN FRANCISCO 

Forty-nine (49) passenger trains stop daily in 
South San Francisco to discharge and take on trav¬ 
elers, according to A, E. Morgan, Southern Pacific 
passenger agent here. It is doubtful if any city be¬ 
tween San Francisco and San Jose can boast of more 
train service than this. 

A new service has rebenlly been added for local 
shippers who send products to Los Angeles. A 
freight train that reaches Los Angeles in 41 hours, 
15 minutes, has been put on. It leaves Baysbore at 
11 p. m. each day and all freight moved out of the 
local yards by 6 o’clock for the southern territory 
IS switched on to the through freight at Bavshore, 
where the train is made up. It is now possible for 
factories to land their goods in Los Angeles the 
morning of the second day after shipment. 

Seventy-six (76) carloads of freight are re¬ 
ceived and shipped from this city every working 
day of the year, according to the local chamber of 
commerce. 

Figures are produced to show that 13,380 car¬ 
loads of freight are received here annually. The 
total weight contained in arriving cars is 709,808,- 
436 pounds. Shipped from this city annually are 
'9,720 carloads, with a total of 508,809,436 
pounds contained therein. The grand total of in¬ 
coming and outgoing freight is 23,100 cars annual¬ 
ly, containing 1,211,575,480 pounds, or, 76 car¬ 
loads per working day, with an average weight of 

52,449 pounds. 

Both the Southern Pacific and the South San 
Francisco Belt Line provide local shippers with day 
and night service.
